HE year just ended presents the condition of 
gl Bes: Johnland in an exceedingly favorable 
light. The number of beneficiaries cared for was 
larger than ever in the past. Excepting once, none 
has equalled the health record of this year. 

The school work has been excellent, and there 
is prospect that it may reach a yet higher standard 
in the next year. 

A new administrative department has been 
added, promising timely assistance in two direc- 
tions—first, in advertising the work of the Society, 
and then in obtaining for it a steadily growing list 
of annual contributors. 

The building of a new house for the Babies’ 
Shelter has been begun, and there is prospect that 
it will be ready for occupancy next Summer. 

The wisdom and the generosity of one of the 
Trustees have made possible the creation of a dis- 
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tinctly new beneficence at Saint Johnland, @ home 
for aged couples. 

More than ever is it time that this Society 
should have at its command a largely increased 
income, for the reason that the conditions of life 
and the economy of administration can hardly be 
approached in any corresponding community. 

For detail, the attention is directed to the Re- 
ports of the Treasurer and the Superintendent, 
following hereinafter.

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Superintendent’s Report 
’ | NHE work at Saint Johnland during the past 


year cannot fail to gratify its many friends, 
and especially those whose assistance and encour- 
agement have made this report possible. The 
greater number of those who so kindly contributed 
in 1902 renewed their subscriptions and donations, 
and more than one hundred and fifty new names 
appear among our acknowledgments this year. 


I am indeed sincerely thankful for all that has 
been done in any way to aid us in our efforts to 
help the homeless and destitute, and also for the 
cheering expressions of encouragement and good- . 
will that I have received from so many sources. 
Most gratefully do we appreciate the donations of 
money and miscellaneous articles so freely given 
us this year, acknowledgment of which will be 
found in detail on pages 33 to 52, inclusive. 


The improved condition of the Society’s finan- 
ces is the source of the greatest satisfaction to 


25 


those charged with the support and management 
of the work. Within the past twelve months the 
general endowment funds have been increased by 
legacies amounting to $49,337.53, and another 
child’s cot has been endowed in the sum of $2,500 
by the generous gift of Miss Caroline Phelps 
Stokes. 


The receipts applicable to current expenses 
have been $3,010.90 more than in r1go02, and the 
amount now subscribed for the support of bene- 
ficiaries in 1904 is much larger than at any other 
time in the last fifteen years. 


Forty-eight old men, seventy boys, and eighty- 
two girls were cared for—a total of two hundred, 
of whom one hundred and sixty-five remained at 
the close of the fiscal year, November 30th. Of 
these, eighty-four are supported on free or endowed 
beds, and eighty-one are paid for in part by rela- 
tives, but at an average rate of only one-half the 
actual cost of maintenance. This is equivalent to 
supporting three-quarters of the entire number of 
beneficiaries on free beds. 
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The general health of the community has been 
excellent throughout the year, and the death rate 
has been the lowest since 1879. Only two of our 
beneficiaries needed special care on account of 
illness, and this was most kindly provided for by 
the New York and St. Luke’s Hospitals in Man- 
hattan. One old man passed away at the age of 
seventy-two—his being the only death we have 
been called upon to record since September, 1902. 


The per capita cost was $177.02, including all 
expenses and repairs. Exclusive of the cost of 
issuing an appeal to the public (which may not be 
considered as part of the actual cost of mainten- 
ance) the rate was but $169.58. Among the cur- 
rent expenses the item of wages was necessarily 
increased, it being extremely difficult to obtain 
and keep efficient help at so great a distance from 
the city. There was also a marked increase in 
some provisions and supplies, but this was offset 
by a corresponding decrease in some others. 


One of the most helpful gifts received by Saint 
Johnland in recent years is that from a friend who 
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has provided the means to alter and repair the Old 
Mansion, and furnish it as a Home for Aged 
Couples. This valuable addition to the collection 
of Homes already established will give twelve 
couples a comfortable home in their old age. 


We also gratefully appreciate the continued 
kindness of Mrs. William E. Chisolm, who again 
sent a contribution that enabled us to repair and 
paint the exterior of the Boys’ House. 


The schools and Kindergarten are continuing 
the excellent work maintained for so many years 
in our educational department, and a special com- 
mittee of our Board of Trustees is now engaged 
in considering how best the present system of 
instruction may be improved. The happiest rela- 
tionship exists between the teachers and their 
respective pupils, and the children consequently 
. make wholesome progress. 

The Church services have been continued as in 
1902, with a monthly celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion. During the year I officiated at two 
baptisms, four weddings, and one funeral. The 
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offerings were sufficient to pay the usual expenses 
of maintaining the Church services, and collections 
were also taken for the Trained Christian Helpers 
in Brooklyn and the Building Fund of the new 
Babies’ Shelter to be erected at Saint Johnland. 


Decoration Day, the Fourth of July, Founder’s 
Day, Hallowe’en, Thanksgiving and Christmas 
were all celebrated with the customary games and 
festivities. Throughout the Summer vacation the 
children enjoyed frequent picnics in the woods or 
on the beach, and salt water bathing at least twice 
a week. Almost all the boys and girls who have 
been here more than one Summer have been 
taught to swim. 


On Christmas morning a number of the chil- 
dren went from house to house before daybreak, 
singing carols and shouting their merry Christmas 
greetings, a custom which has been observed here 
regularly since Dr. Muhlenberg instituted it over 
thirty-five years ago. 

“It is most gratifying to know how affectionately 
the children remember their home at Saint John- 
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land after going out into the world. Each year 
we receive visits from many of them who have now 
grown to manhood and womanhood, and this year 
the number has been larger than ever before; some 
have returned every Summer to spend their vaca- 
tions, boarding at one of the cottages nearby. It 
is my earnest hope that our care of those now in 
the Homes will deserve the same regard and 
loyalty from them in their turn. 


Saint Johnland is situated so far from the city 
that few people inclined to help such institutions 
have an opportunity to inspect the work and in- 
form themselves of its needs. It is deprived of 
those spontaneous gifts so often called forth by 
observation in other Homes, and must therefore 
depend upon this report to tell of its efforts to 
care for the homeless, and upon the names of 
those associated in its administration to vouch for 


its worthiness. 


I sincerely hope the statements and reports 
published herewith will awaken in the minds of all 
who read them an earnest interest, and a worthy 
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desire to participate in the privilege of relieving 
the need of God’s poor. There is no diminution 
of the number of applications for admission, but 
rather an increase, each year. And although the 
funds so generously given us for charitable work 
are larger than ever before, the use for them is 
still greater. 


It is our earnest prayer that those whom God 
has blessed with prosperity will be moved to help 
us, and that we may be thereby enabled to comfort 
and provide for many more of those who are con- 
stantly calling upon us in His name.

A Brief Description of Saint Johnland 


HE Community of Saint Johnland is situated 
Ts the north shore of Long Island, forty-four 
miles from New York. The estate was purchased 
with a fund subscribed by Robert. B. Minturn, 
Wm. H. Aspinwall, Adam Norrie, John Caswell, 
Percy R. Pyne, John H. Swift, J. F. Sheafe, and 
F. F. Randolph, and contains over five hundred 
acres of land, the greater part of which is hilly and 
wooded. Only a small portion can be cultivated 
to any advantage, but on account of the healthful- 
ness of the location it is a most desirable site for 
the Homes. . . 

The village is located on a southern slope; the 
high bluff which shelters it on the north is covered 
with a beautiful grove of oaks, chestnuts, pines 
and cedars, containing many picturesque walks. 
On the edge of this grove is the cemetery in which 
are the graves of the Rev. Drs. Muhlenberg and 
Washburn. 
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The principal buildings are: 

Saint Joun’s Inn, a Home for forty aged men. 

THE O_p Mawsion, a Home for twelve aged 
couples. | 

SuNBEAM CotTTaGE, a Home for twenty orphan 
girls. 

Jounny’s Memoria, a Home for fifty boys. 

Basies’ SHELTER, a Home for thirty little 
children. 

Fassri Corrace, a Home for twenty-five girls. 

A ScuHoot, equipped for seventy-four pupils. 

A KINDERGARTEN, room for sixty little ones. 

Tue CHURCH OF THE TESTIMONY OF JESUS. 

In the centre of the group of buildings is the 
church; the homes for the children and old men 
are situated on either side and in front of it. Two 
good orchards and a garden of about three acres 
adjoin these premises, and supply all the fruit and 
vegetables that are needed throughout the year. 

Saint John’s Inn, the home for old men, is the 
largest building on the premises, and was built in 
1869. Its entire cost was given by Mr. John David 
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Wolfe. The centre building is two stories and a 
half high, and is connected by enclosed corridors 
with a wing on either side, each two stories high. 
In the main building are located the reception 
room, a dormitory containing six alcoves, the in- 
firmary, billiard and smoking-room, linen-room, 
and apartments for the matron and her assist- 
ants. Other apartments for the old men are in 
the wings. Each floor contains a sitting-room 
with alcoves on either side. These are separated 
from each other by a board partition, and from the 
sitting-room by heavy curtains. Each alcove is 
well lighted, and contains such furniture and con- 
veniences as are ordinarily found in a hall bed- 
room. ‘The rooms are so equipped as to be com- 
fortably heated and ventilated at all times. Be- 
tween the east wing and centre building are the 
toilet and bath rooms. 


The Sunbeam Cottage, an attractive one built 
in the style of Queen Anne, is one of the most 
prominent buildings in the village. The memorial 
tablet in the hall expresses the purpose for which 
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the house is intended, as follows: ‘For the edu- 
cation and training of orphan girls, this house was 
erected by Mr. and Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
A.D. 1881, in memory of their eldest daughter, who 
entered into life eternal October 31, 1873.” Being 
designed specially for this work, the plan of the 
building provides for the greatest possible comfort 
and convenience. It is finished throughout in 
hard wood, and tastefully and completely furnished. 
The first floor contains the sitting-room, play-room, 
dining-room, kitchen, and numerous closets and 
pantries. On the second floor are two large dor- 
mitories, the matron’s room, infirmary, a small 
bedroom, linen closets, bath, toilet, and lavatory. 
Four bedrooms and a large play-room are on the 
third floor. The house is heated by steam, and is 
intended to provide a home for twenty girls. 


The Boys’ House or Johnny’s Memorial, is a 
home for boys, built by Mrs. William E. Chisolm, 
a niece of Dr. Muhlenberg, in memory of her 
oldest son, John Rogers’ Chisolm. It is a sub- 
stantial building, two stories high, with a base- 
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ment the full size of the house, and will accommo- 
date fifty boys. Onthetop floor there are two large 
dormitories and clothes closets. On the first floor 
are rooms for the matron and her assistant, a sit- 
ting-room, sewing-room, bath and toilet-rooms, and 
a dormitory. The play-room is in the basement. 
A hot water heater, also the gift of Mrs. Chisolm, 
was added in 1898. 


The Babies’ Shelter is the building formerly 
known as the Spencer and Wolfe Home. It 
received its first name from the fact that Mrs, C. 
L. Spencer and Miss Catharine Wolfe supplied the 
funds for building it. It consists of a two-story 
building, with a large wing on the western end, 
and contains three dormitories, rooms for the 
matron and her assistants, play-room, sewing- 
room, and a bath and toilet-room. 


The Fabbri Cottage was the first one built at 
Saint Johnland, and was originally intended for 
two families. It was enlarged in 1883 and re- 
modeled fora Home. The cost of the first build- 
ing, as well as the expense of the alteration, were 
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donated by Mr. Egisto P. Fabbri. It is a frame 
house, two stories and a half high. The first floor 
contains rooms for a matron, a sitting-room, and a 
bath and toilet-room. The two upper floors are 
dormitories the full size of the house. 


The Mansion, formerly the old homestead on 
the farm, was enlarged by Dr. Muhlenberg and 
given this name. He made it his home during 
such times as he spent at Saint Johnland, and it 
was occupied by Sister Anne and succeeding super- 
intendents as their residence. This building has 
just been altered, enlarged and repaired, and will 
be furnished to accommodate twelve aged couples. 
A hot water heater and sanitary plumbing have 
been put in. A wide front porch enclosed with 
glass adds a solarium to the comforts of this 
Home. The cost of these improvements was 
donated by Mr. Roswell Eldridge. 


The school-house was the last of the many 
gifts Saint Johnland received from Mr. Adam 
Norrie. As in the building of the church, his 
daughter, Miss Julia Norrie, contributed toward

its cost. It was built in 1881, and is a one-story 
frame structure, divided through the centre by 
rolling doors which admit of the two school-rooms 
being converted into one, as desired. 


The building known as the Hall contains, in 
the basement, a commodious kitchen, servants’ 
dining-room, store-room, larder, and coal-bin. The 
first floor is used as the dining-hall for the inmates 
of Saint John’s Inn, Fabbri Cottage, the Boys’ 
House, and the Babies’ Shelter. The top floor is 
occupied by the Kindergarten during the regular 
school hours; being furnished with a piano and 
settees, the room can be used for entertainments. 


The Church of the Testimony of Jesus is a 
frame structure, seventy feet long and sixty feet 
wide across the transepts, and will seat about three 
hundred people. The church was built in 18609, 
being the gift of Mr. Adam Norrie. The bell and 
a beautiful Communion service of silver were given 
by his daughter, Miss Julia Norrie. Mrs. S. W. 
Roosevelt gave a handsome marble font. A large 
pipe organ was given by the late Mr. Hilborne L. 
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Roosevelt and several other gentlemen who united 
with him in defraying the expense. A large clock 
was afterward placed in the belfry tower. The 
altar is the one originally used by Dr. Muhlenberg 
in the Chapel at College Point more than sixty 
years ago. It is finished in white enamel and is 
covered with a white altar cloth, embroidered in 
gold. A credence bracket was given by Mrs. 
Catharine Simpson, in memory of her father, 
Thomas B. Hand. The brass lectern, brass prayer 
desk, silver alms basin, altar cloth, candle sticks, 
and choir vestments have all been paid for from 
the offerings received at the Sunday services. An 
altar cross, processional cross, flower vases, silver 
alms basin, book stand, book markers, and books 
have been received at various times from residents 
of Saint Johnland and their friends. Mr. Cornelius 
Vanderbilt gave a Wilton carpet which covers the 
floor of the entire building. 


The office is in the two-story building, which 
was used for a number of years as a printing office. 
The rest of the ‘first floor is utilized for store- 
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rooms for groceries, crockery and house-furnishing 
goods. The upper floor contains the tailor-shop 
and sleeping apartments for male employees. 

The Superintendent’s residence, built during 
r890 and 1891, is a three-story cottage finished in 
hard wood, and heated by steam. The house is 
situated on the edge of the woods, east of the 
village, under the shade of three handsome large 
oaks. 


The dining-hall, laundry, and all the Homes 
are furnished with sanitary plumbing and con- 
nected with a large sewer, which follows the 
natural fall of the ground to the Sound, discharg- 
ing at a point more than half a mile from the 
settlement. 


Grouped around the Founder’s Well, about 
three hundred yards from the Homes, is a collec- 
tion of small cottages, occupied by the families 
of employees, or rented at a low rate to people 
employed in the vicinity; the children of the 
employees are given the benefit of instruction in 
the schools of Saint Johnland.

Two other wells supply the water system of 
the community, the water being pumped into a 
reservoir situated on high ground, from which 
distributing pipes carry it to all the Homes. In 
addition to this, cisterns are attached to the 
principal buildings.

HE thirty-third year of the Babies’ Shelter 
ite the Church of the Holy Communion, lo- 
cated at Saint Johnland, and under the administra- 
tion of that Corporation, has closed another year 
of satisfactory work. The total number of children 
cared for was thirty-one. Many of them are or- 
phans, having no one to provide properly for 
them. The Babies’ Shelter provides them an 
excellent home, outdoor life, the advantage of 
Kindergarten training, and timely religious in- 
struction. 

In October we laid the corner-stone of a new 
and specially adapted house for these little chil- 
dren ; and it is expected that early in the next year 
they will make that their permanent home. Their 


73 


friend, Mrs. Anna Rutherford, is still engaged in 
collecting money to pay for this house. The 
whole amount required is $10,000. 


The Shelter receives children between the ages 
of two and five. Full payment for the care of a 
child is $170.00 per annum, Children are received 
on part payments or entirely free so far as the 
means of the Corporation will admit. Application 
for admission of a child should be made to the 
Pastor and Superintendent, as elsewhere herein 
directed. 


The arrangement in connection with the So- 
ciety of Saint Johnland is that it shall provide suit- 
able accommodation, and that it shall care for as 
many little ones as the income placed at the com- 
mand of the Babies’ Shelter Trustees will permit. 
The sources of income consist of (2) an Endow- 
ment Fund; (4) board paid for beneficiaries; (c) 
voluntary contributions made for the maintenance 
of the work. 


When these children have outgrown the Shel- 
ter, they are provided with suitable homes else- 
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where, or they are transferred to the care of the 
Society of Saint Johnland to be brought up with the 
older boys and girls. In every instance the child 
receives a motherly care. 

The Trustees of the Babies’ Shelter appreciate 
the advantage they enjoy in having their work 
combined with that of Saint Johnland. This 
arrangement affords the most favorable condition of 
life for their beneficiaries, while it reduces the cost 
of administration far belowthat which was called for 
when the Institution was located in New York City.
